The Smith College Thief, an American Princess 


in Jaris, and a Chicago Bank Pres- 


ident Create Stirs Today. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Larissa, April 15.—The news today is 


that the Greeks are steadily driving back 
the Turks, are taking strategic points and 
will be in a decided position of advantage 
when war is formally declared. 


There ia no truth in the Turkish reports 


that the Greek irregulars have been 
driven across the frontier. Only a small 
baud unable to keep up with the main 
body have retired from the field. The 
main body is still continuing successful 
operations with a view to cutting the 
Turkish line of communications, getting 
in the rear and raising the Macedonians 
against the rule of the Sultan. 


The report of the capture of Kiputi is 


confirmed and in addition the Greeks 
have advanced as far as Plgavitza where 
there is an important bridge. A detach- 
ment baa succeeded in capturing Zloveff, 
an important strategic point. Another 
column of regulars captured after a se- 


vere fight the town of Sitoun, killed seven 
Turks and captured five. 


The Greeks then advanced as far as 


Kritudea, Plisia and Kourduzl and will 
hold the latter point at all costs. The 
Greek irregulars are now holding all four 
roada leading from the Thessalonian 
frontier 
in the direction of Grevana 


which is the Turkish center. The whole 
campaign has been well conceived and 
executed with great skill. 


The news from the frontier is all decid- 


edly m favor of the Greeks who are en- 
thusiastic and animated by the greatest 
hatred of the Turks. A formal declara- 
tion ot war is expected at any hoar. 


Mrs. Ormiston Chant, the English re- 


former, and six trained field nurses said to 
be on the way to Crete, have arrived at 
Athens and will be here tomorrow, to- 
gether with the princesses of the royal 
family of Greece. They will be attached 
to the hospital corps. The whole fron- 
tier presents an exciting and warlike ap- 
pearance.

UniiMial Mortality. 


The surprising announcement is made 


that since last Thanksgiving there have 
been 17 deaths in town north of the Hoo- 
sao river. 
This ia an unusually targe 


number in proportion to the population, 
and, as typhoid symptoms have been 
present in many of the cases, the question 
arises whether or not there is sometning 
wrong in that part of the town. There 
are those who think the taking of the 
water of Broad, brook to North Adams 
may to some extent be responsible for 
the apparent unhealthfulness of the re- 
gion. 
They say the stream below the 


point where the water is taken is dry a 
good share of the summer, and that many 
wells and springs which never failed be- 
fore became dry in consequence of the di- 
version of the stream. It is reasoned that 
this may give disease germs a chance to 
collect in the sediments at the bottom of 
wells and springs, to be drank by the peo- 
ple when the water comes in again. 
Whatever the cause, the numerous deaths 
in that part of the town during the Last 
fcur months are attracting attention, as 
well they may.

But, when Mr. Brainard brings 
the accusation that the men who have 
wrung not only a living, but in many in- 
stances a competence trom their rock 
bound bills for a hundred and fifty years 
do not understand the lii-st principles of [ 
their business, I am of the opinion that | 
whatever he may be as a writer, 
he certainly is not a close observer. 


The New England farmer, during the 


adverse conditions of all kinds of business 
in the last few years, Iiae. like the mer- 
chant and manufacturer, been obliged to 
trim his sails to the wind.

ignorance of his busiaess. 


First, I asked outright, why he ap- 


peared to be running down so fast. This 
was hardly polite, bub honest, and not in-

Many a wife who thinks her 
husband's heart is in his sleeve, or per- 
haps up in his throat, would find no trou- 
ble in locating it if she would throw her 
fancy work in the fire, don a clean white 
apron and make some appetizing dish 
which *'Jack likes." 


This week a great many ladies will 


think they havo a reasonable excuse for 
neglecting home duties in order to plan a 
dainty dress and hat for Easter. Instead 
of spending Saturday at the dressmakers 
let us go into the kitchen and either make 
or superintend the compounding' of three 
or four nice dishes for Easter Sunday. 
The following ig not only delicious to eat 
but charming 10 look at,—representing 
a nest with Easter eggs. 


Soak a half-box of gelatine in a half-cup 


of cold water one hilf-hour. 
Boil two 


cups of milk and add to the gelatine, 
with two levf i tablespooufuls of sugar 
and a teaspoon i'ul of vanilla. 
Allow it to 


cool until it thickens, then add a cup of 
cream, whipped very 
stiff. 
Wash aix 


eggs, make a bole inside ot* shell near the 
large end. Pour out the whites into a 
bowl, break up the yolks with a skewer 
and pour into a bowl ready to be used for 
Cake. Wash insides of eggs, drain and set 
them with the holes up into a box 
of 
salt 
(or 
anything 
that 
will 


hold them level. 
Pour the 
blanc- 


mange 
in 
slowly through a 
funnel 


and 
set 
in 
a 
cool 
place 
to 


harden. 
Soak the other half-box of 


gelatine together with half tbe package 
of rose coloring matter, found in each 
box, in a half cup of cold water fire min- 
utes; add a cup of sugar and pour over 
gelatine and sugar a cup of boiling' water, 
and the Juice of two lemons with sufficient 
water to make a cup of liquid. When 
cool pour into a round dish with a coffee 
-cup inverted ii the center, set away to 
harden. When ready to serve remove the 
coffee cup, place small strips of candied 
lemon peel on sides of the jelly to repres- 
ent straws, then break the egg shells 
carefully and place eggs in the nest, ad- 
a flake of whipped cream here and there 
to simulate feathers. 


The following is a dainty breakfast dish 


contributed by Mrs. W. E. Sperry, Pleaa- 
and street. 


EASTER TEIFLES—Whip the whites of 


six eggs to a a stiff froth aud spread upon 
a buttered tin. Very gently drop each 
yolk upon tbe whites—about two inches 
apart, season and bake ia a quick oven 
till a delicate brown. Have ready slices 
of buttered toast which have been dipped 
in hot water (This however is optional.) 
cut the eggs in squares, taking pains to 
have the yolk in the center. Slip a knife 
under and slide one of the squares upon a 
slice of toast. 
Serve immediately as 


standing makes them tough. 


EASTER CAKE—Contributed by Mrs. J. 


D. Pease, Eagle St. 


Cream together one cup of sugar and a 


half cup of Dutter, add yolks of four eggs 
and a half-cup of milk, stir in gradually 
two and one-half cups of flour, sifted 
with two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Add a teaspoonful of lemon juice and stir 
in lightly the whites of the four eggs 
beaten very stiff. Bake in four layers and 
fill with the following. 
Grated rind of 


one and the juice of two lemons, ono cup- 
ful of sugar, one egg, one-half cupful of 
water, one teaspoonful of 
cornstarch. 


Cook until it thickens; cool before spread- 
ing. Ice the top and decorate witb rings 
of candied cherries, alternating with 
seeded raisins and small pieces of citron.

HEARING COMPLETION. 


The Large Livery Barn Which J. H. 


Flagg is to Occupy. 


The large livery barn being built by the 


Kimbell estate and to be occupied by J. 
H. Flagg is rapidly nearing completion, 
though it will be about a month yet be- 
fore the last finishing touch will be put 
on. But the work has reached a stage 
where it is easy to see what tho building 
will be when complete, and those who 
have visited it are greatly pleased with 
tbe excellence of the plan and the thor- 
oughness of construction. 


The building, including the part bo be 


used for office and other purposes, is three 
stories high and is built of brick, with 
marble trimmings. The timber is North 
Carolina pine aud the posts and beams 
are of iron, giving tbe barn great solicity 
and strength. 


The office will have a ladies waiting 


room supplied with r,very convenience, 
and there will also be a good robe room 
Over the office, on the second floor, will 
be the harness room and on the third 
floor will be a bedroom for employes and 
a large storeroom. The iioor of the har- 
ness room is sloped so that the v\ . r used 
in washing harness will be drained into 
the sewer. 


The fir&t story of the barn will be for 


the storage of carriages aud sleighs that 
are in ut=e. The horfao stable will be on 
the secoiid floor and the third Iioor will be 
for the storage of wagons audbleighs, hay, 
straw and grain. Tbe hajr loft is 110 feet 
long and will bold a great quantity. The 
hay will be elevated with a hor^e fork. 
The oat bin will hold a car load of oata 
and the grain when used will be drawn 
from a spout on the second floor. The stable 
floor 13 absolutely water tight and sinks 
under the stalls will carry all liquids di - 
rertly into the sewer. 
Tbe manure will 


be thrown into a shaft which will carry it 
to a tight pit and the barn can aud will be 
kept strictly clean. This shaft extends to 
the third story and will also conduct the 
dust and litter which collects there to the 
manure pit. There are two light aid 
ventilating1 shafts running up through the 
building, and there will be an elevator on 
which vehicles will be raised and lowered 
to and from the third floor. 


The barn will be very complete and 


convenient in every particular and Mr. 
Flagg is happy in the thought of soon be- 
ing located in the finest livery building in 
Western Massachusetts.
